Unobtaiiinble. 

Memphis, March 24.— Scattering re- 
.parli coming to Menoi|>liii from pointo 
in west Tennessee and northern Missis- 
sipi^, indicate that a territic cyclone 
whirled np the Mississippi valley from 
Um tonfhwMt ywtndAjr •ftmoon, 
crashing and sweeping away ertryfUiig 
in its mad path. The telegraph wires 
in every direction were twisted into 
tuii^ and oommwiteation wifh the 
■tomiRweiit torriturio3 were exceeding- 
ly difficult and nusatisfactory. 

Trains f f om the east reached this city 
latalntheaftemooo aad brought re- 
ports of widpsproad destraction. Pas- 
sengers on the Yazoo and Mississippi 
Valley train told of tho deitniotion of 
Tnnica, Miss. 

The Birmingham train, due in Mem- 
phia at B:80 oTcloclr, ootild not get to 
Memphis nntil after 8 o'clock, men be- 
ing compelled to chop and remove trees 
from the track between here and Kel- 
ly, which is aboat 14 nitot from Mnn- 
pUa. 

The swath of the storm as it crossed 
the Kansas City, Memphis and Bir- 
mingham railroad seemed to embrace 
m territory between Cooperville and 
Olive liranch. D^zms of liousen, huge 
tresa and barus were razed to the 
groand by the violence of the storm. 

Thedamas^e at Tnnicn, Miss., was 
great. About 8:30 o'clock the sky in 
the southwest began to darken and a 
low wailing sound announced a storm. 
Within a few minutea the wind came 
along with terrible velocity, and with a 
swish and a whirl that portended dan- 
ger. Tha flnt hard Uow gava way to 
the cyclone, and hooMB were oruahed 
like egKshells. 

The ruthless visitor lingered over the 
town scarcely two minutea, and yet in 
that time the greater part of the town 
was destroyed. The Ktiii^bts of Pythias 
and Masonic hall is now a heap of tim- 
ber. The roof of the oourthooie was 
carried away. 

Whtai the storm subsided, cries and 
Bcreiims of children were hoard from 
the colored schoolhoose, where 160 chil- 
dren had been gathered at their lessons. 
The buildiiie. a 2-6tory Iranin liousc 
has been torn down and beneath the 
miiu waa a maas of itraggUng children. 
So far as known none was killed, but 
there weru uiany maimed and bruised, 
some with broken arms and acme with 
fractured skulls. 

The full extent of the damage is not 
known. But the pr(JiM-rty loss will go 
into the hundreds of thousandk. 

Trainmen on the Kanaaa City, Mem- 
phis and Birminghani railroad reimrt 
that Kelly, Mius., was wiimd oit tlio 
face of the earth, nofc a soul being left 
to tell the tale. A speoial train has left 
Memphis fdr Kelly. 

Kelly, a small manufacturing place 
on the Memphis and Birmingham rail- 
road, 15 miles from thia olty, waa wiped 
out during tho storm. Honsoa were 
torn apart like tiuderblocks, trees and 
telegraph poles were uprooted. Some 
portions of roots and other material 
were carried four milea. 

Tupelo was also visited and duHtruyed. 
How many lives are lost can not be as- 
certained now, but if th«)gdeatr«etive> 
ness of the cyclone is as great as meager 
dispatches reaching here state, it 
■aema probable that tha list ol onroal- 
tlaajirill bo very lar ge.

Mr. Walthall waa appointed one of 
the directors of the deaf and dumb in- 
stitute of the District of Columbia in 
place of Mr. Hawley.

THE DEFSNSE ON tHB STAND. 



The Engineers Testify iind One I'lirtlctilnr 
Point Is Oulnert In Their Behnlf— Attor- 
n*/ Hard T»k*ii III aad Court ^tl-. 
Janm«d Viitll Monday— Details of the 

Hiiy. 

Toi KDO, March 24.— The Ann Arbor 
trouble has resolved itself into purely a 
Lake Shore matter, at least as far as 
the offidala are concerned, for none of 
the Ann Arbor officials have pnt in an 
appearance in court. They are, instead, 
busily engaged in marshaling their own 
forces during the calm occasioned by 
the trial of the Lake Shore engineers. 
Tho strikers are letting the Ann Arbor 
road severely alone, and all of them are 
in daily atteiiilance at the courtroom. 

Yesterday morning the Lake Shore 
engineers involved in the case were on 
the stand as witnesses for the defensn. 
It was the intentiun of their attorneys 
to show by their testimony that when 
they refr.seil to Handle Aiifl Arbor cars 
they were not Lake Shore employes, 
having jirevionsly r«'signed. If the en- 
gineers Knew that the court had issued 
an crdcr they were very careful to keep 
away from it and keep themselves in 
Ignorance as to its meaning. They all 
testify to tho same thing— that they 
knew nothing of the order and Wer»f 
not aware that there were any .\nii Ar- 
bor cars in the train they were a.sked to 
h.inl. This is the one particular point 
on which their attorneys will base their 
ariniini'iits. The Lake Shore arguments 
are trying to make the men tell why 
thev quit work. 

Eu^neer James Lennon was the first 
witness. The Lake Shore attomevs 
tried on the croes-examinatiou to make 
him say that he took orders from the 
companv and was in the employ after 
he said he. bad quit. Mr. Lennon was a 
good witness for his side, as were his 
associates. He tdd nothing that he 
didn't want to, as the following dialogue 
will show: 

"After you l^ft your train and quit, 
as you say, did not some one in authw- 
ity ask you to take out 184 later ?" This 
was to show that Mr. iisnnon had not 
really quit. * 

"Yes." 

"What did you sayT 

"I said all nght, IT. be up." 

"Now, didn t that mean that you 
would be on hand to take the train, and 
that you were still in the employ and 
acting under ordera of the ocnppanyV" 

"No." ^ 

"What did yon mean f 
"That I'd be up." 
;'T'p where?" 

"D^in't he understand by that that 
yon. would be on hand to go out? 
Wasn't it a usual bu sin sse traniaetion ? 

What did he understand? 
"I don't know what he understood." 
"What idea did yon wiah to convey ?" 
"Just what I aaid." 
"What?" 
"That rd be up." 
"UpwhereV" 
"Up anywhere." 
* -Now what did yon mean?" 
"Nothing." . , 

"What did he think you meantr 
"Ho thought what ne wanted to. I 

left it open. ' 

The attorney gave it up and changed 
hid tactics. 

On several pccasiona doring the 
morning the conrtroom broke into ai>- 
plause when witneseea stated that they 
would not become acabe. Judge Ricks 
hms threatened to eject anyone making 
such a demonstration, but as yet he has 
not done so. « 

John Conley. one of the men who re- 
fused to handle Ann Arbor freight and 
was anested along with the brother- 
hood men, was called as a witness. The 
defense intends to show, by his testi- 
mony, that he was not a brotherhood 
man; that lie quit on ms Own responsi- 
bility; that no organisation influenced 
him; that tho brotherhood had notbing 
to do with his actions, and might have 
had nothing to do with the action of 
the other men. He proved a good wit- 
ness. 

"Tell the court wh^ you quit," said 
the attorney. 

"Because I did not think that the 
Aon Arbor were doing right by their 
men and I had no desire to help them 
in forwarding their freight, 40 1 quit be- 
fore I was asked to do so." 

Fireman Leon C. Thompson was an- 
other good witness. On being asked by 
Mr. Southard, astomey for. the defense, 
why he quit, said: 

"Because my engineer quit. I didn't 
care to go out with anyone else." 

"Did you quit because yon heard of 
an order to quit?" 

"No, sir." 

"Were you influenced by any order of 
an (u-gani£ation V" 

"No, sir; I thought it my night to 
quit, and did so." 

Cross-exanUnation — "You lay you 
quit l^>caiuie the engineer didr 

"Yes." 

"If the engineer had quit on account 
of sickness what would you have 
done?" ■ 

"I'd probably have been sick too." 

The conductor, who had the much 
discussed train in charge, was called by 
the eomplainant, and by his testimony 
it was attempted to show that the men 
quit after they were notitied about the 
cars or before. He was a good witn ess 
for the complainant. 

The evidence was all in when the 
noon recess was taken. 

When court reconvened in the after- 
noon the illneua of Hon. Fnmk Hurd, 
counsel for the engineers, waa an- 
uoimced, and court adJo«|Md nntil 
Monday morning. 



THE BROTHE RHOO D'S POSITION.

In ll;e lirst place I Iind it very hard to 
make the pnldic understand that I do nol 
order any stoppii^'e of work, and eoiild not 
if I wanted to. The men thi'inseh es volt 
upon if. and if a iii.ijorily decides to stop 
wurk of eoiii se it is done. 

lu all cases where the engineers and fire- 
men hare a contract with railroad oov- 

pantn* wo haTo no trouble and find It 
much tile heiit way to go. The great 
tronhle has iieen on t he small roads, anil 
especially those that take advantage of 
the nu ti ill making tlieia work for less 
wages and ^'iviiig 110 pay for overtime. 

In the last case every lionoiahle effort 
Was made to adjust the dilliciilty, hut 
without success, ami here it is said that 
the inc-n stopped work without giving no- 
tice, which is not true, as I myself ad- 
dressed a letter to (ii'iier.'il .M.-iuajrer .\sh- 
ley, on the Toledo and .\nn .Vrbop road, iii- 
foriniiii; him that his euLjinci rs and lire- 
men had deieriiiiiied to leave his service at 
tl a. Ill , Wednesil.iy, March s, thus KiviiiLC 
him .■unple time to decide whether he 
would grant the reasonable re(|uests of his 
men la- not. H. W. Ashley, the general 
manager, when I informed iiiin that 1 
would appeal to his father, the president, 
remarked very abruptly: 'lie is an old 
man and tloes not know w het her 1 am pay- 
inn '.i cents a mile ort'J, and must not bo 
disturbed.' 

If there had been a lie.-id to the .\iin 
-Vrbor road that, lielie\ed in living and 
letliiiK live, wo would not have had 
tniulih', but so long as this ^;rindin« pro- 
cess is carried out hy the railroads, just so 
long will there be trouble with the com- 
panies. An engineer's life is a hard one 
at best; ho nuist report for duty mauy 
time.s when not able to do so or lose his 
situation, and if he t)e a man of family it 
Is not an easy thing to do. Besides, ni.uiy 
times the men are made examples of to 
gratify 1 he petty spite of a aiiperirtendeiit 
or a in;ister mechanic, and are removed on 
the slightest pretext. It does not take 
some men long to forget that they came 
from a switchman to a superintendent's 
position, or from a wiper to a master 
mechanic. All the engineers and flrenun 
ask is fair play, and there will be no 
trouble. 

If men are not at liberty to quit work 
when at any time it luits their, conven- 
ience, then certainly the same rule will 
apply to a railroad company, and deny 
them the right to dlscbarge a man at any 
time they choose without consulting his 
convenience or comfort. We are at any 
time ready to subscribe to any rule that 
will apply alike to employ^ and em- 
ploye.

Ci,r.vi:t,.\Nn, Jiarcb 24.— Two bitr con- 
fla^Talions kept the lire (Iciuirtment 
busy here yesterday and six lives were 
lust. About noon tire broke out in the 
Morgan, a fashionable apartment house 
on Prospect street near Granger. The 
engines responded quickly, but before 
helji arrived the bnilding wss enveloped 
in flames and smoke, niid a terrible 
panic ensued. Five women and a baby 
were Hutfocated. The namea of the vic- 
tims were:

The blind woman was terrildyl urned, 
while the others died from sutfocatinii. 
The baby boy was alive when taken 
from the building, but died a few min- 
utes after being rescued.

The house was a handsome one of 
three stories. A central hall ran 
through tlif> building with tho rooms on 
either side. Tho only escape was by 
the front stairs. Those in the third 
story had no time to get their goinls to- 
gether, and before they were aware of 
any fire they were surrounded with 
flames and smoke. The scene was a 
terrible one, and the excitement and 
consternation of those in safety, who 
were unable to aid the anflooating 
women, was great. 

The body of the firet woman found 
was that of Mrs. Sommen. a blind lady 
who had groped her way to the stairs 
only to die. The other women and child 
were found lying on the floor of the sec- 
ond story of the front hall dead, suffo- 
cated by the smoke. Their bodies were 
huddled together, but it was evident 
from their positiona that they died with- 
out pain. 

The fire started, no one knows how, 
in the basement, and the building ia a 
total loss. 

The second big blaae occurred at tha 
lubricating oil works, situated in the 
southern part of the city. A second 
and third call for extra engines was sent 
in. and after a hard fight the flames 
were subdued. 

FIRE IN A PENITENTIARY. 



Many nf tho Iiinint«s Uarely Escape With 
Their Llv«». 

jEFri-.usoNviLLE, lud., March 24.— 
Fire V7bich broke out at noon yesterday 
in the Indiana prison south, caused a 
Toss to Contractor Claggett of 100,000,

OF INTEREST TO DENTISTS. 



The state Senate a Bill to B«ga- 

l»t« tlie PrMtie«-B«dUtrleliaf . 
Oib«r L«fiilaltftir«wt. 



The State Senate paaied a bill yester- 
day to regulate the practice of dentistry 

io Kentucky. The bill providew <tliat it 
is unlawful to practice dentistry unless 
the person hai reoeiTed a diploma from 
the faculty of a dental college autli"riz( il 
by the laws uf this State, some other 
State, a foreign eoontrjr vt a oertifleate of 
qualification issued by the Kentuclty 
State Dental Asaociation. Any person 
failing to comply with the regolations of 
the law is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a One of not less tnan $30 nor more 
than $250. Physicians and surgeons are 
not barred frwQ ^ztraot^^ teeth. The 
Bondof Kzamination u allowed compen- 
■ation under the laws of the aH.sociation. 

The Corporation bill, which Las been 
pending for a year or more, is nearly 
ready to i.'o to tlio Governor again. It is 
predicted that he will not sign it. Neither 
Will he veto it, bat will allow it to become 
a law without his eijrnature. 

The Senate passed the bill appropriat- 
ing 125,000 for the maintenance of the 
State Board of Health. 

The House postponed indefinitely the 
joint resolution authorizing the Ken- 
tucky State Guards to hold their annual 
encampment at Chicago next summer. 
The resolution may be called up by a ma- 
jority vote. But it will not be adopted 
till the Frankfort mnddle over the pay- 
ment of aome Oatatandinx claims against 
the military depMteant are settled. 

In the Honae the Committee on Pub- 
lic Health reported favorably the Senate 
bill relating to empiricism with amend- 
ment which ihtiti down tighter upon 
quack and itinerant doctors. The amend- 
ment was concurred in and the bill 
paaaed, which givee the State Board of 
Health the authority to pass upon all 
certificates granting the privilege to prac- 
tice medicine in this Commonwealth. 

Under the bill passed by the Senate re- 
districting the State into 100 Representa- 
tive districts the counties of Carroll and 
Gallatin are entitled to one Representa- 
tive, whereas heretofore they have had a 
Bepreaentative each. Bracken is de- 
tached from Robertson and given a Rep- 
reeentatlve straight BoberteonandNich- 
olaa are united and given a Joint repre* 
•entation. ^
